CLASHES NUMEROUS DURING DAY 


Negroes Are Not Disposed To Give 
in and the Officers Bring Their 
Clubs Down with Force 
and Effect on Many 
Heads, 


New York, August 16.—Such a furious 
ebullition of race hatred as given in the 
rioting that occurrred last night, the out- 
growth of the murder a few days ago of 
Policeman Thorpe, by a negro named 
Arthur Harris, has not been equalled in 
New York in many years, As a result of 
the disturbance, which raged from mid- 
night until 3 o’clock, and burst out into 
a flame of passion and violence at inter- 
vals until day break there were about 
fifty persons injured by pistol balls, 
razors or knives, rocks or clubs. Of those 
one negro, Lloyd Lee, may not recover, 
and Policeman Kennedy is also seriously 
injured. Lee is alleged to have made 
threats against the life of Kennedy be- 
cause he was the particular friend and 
associate of Thorpe, the murdered offi- 
cer. Thorpe was the third white man 
murderously assaulted in the vicinity by 
negroes, after race prejudice had been 
engendered. In less than an hour from 
the time the trouble began last night 


| the whole of the west side from Twenty- 


eighth street to Long Acre square, above 
Forty-second street, including Dighth and 
Ninth ayenues was in an uproar. Forty 
Qr more arrests were made, four being 
white men. 

All of the prisoners except Lee were ar- 
raigned in the west court today. A ma- 
jority were fined $10; a few were held in 
bonds to keep the peace; several] were dis- 
charged and Carr was held to await the 
result of the injuries of Officer Kennedy. 
The magistrate stated in advance that all 
prisoners before him should have a fair 
trial. 

At 2 o’clock this morning the police had 
the riot in hand, although there was a 
feeling that danger was far from past 
and a heavy police guard was mounted. 
Wherever there were negroes collected 
together they were swearing vengeance. 
Fortunately about 3 o’clock there was a 
heavy downpour of rain and it is the 
opinion of the police that this did more 
to disperse the mob and quiet the riot 
than a thousand men would have been 
able to do. 

At 4 o’clock when it was thought ail 
was over, policemen Hughes and Jelif, 
of the West Thirtieth street station, were 
assaulted with a shower of bricks and 
bottles thrown by the negroes on the roof 
of a house. The crowd from the street 
rushed up the stairway, but by the time 
they reached the roof the assailants had 
descended through scuttles and had dis- 
appeared. Two negroes were later pulled 
from under a bed. They resisted until 
clubbed over’the head, and one had his 
nose broken. The men denied that they 
were on the roof. 

The reserves of the station which had 
been on duty nearly all night were called 
in during the morning and after 5 o’clock 
all was comparatively qufet. 

Inspector Thompson with 100 policemen, 
in addition to the several hundred regu- 
lar men in the precincts affected, was 
on the ground in the riotous district be- 
fore nightfall and he kept his men on the 
move. They had orders to arrest any 
man—black or white—who evinced the 
slightest disposition towards riot. The 
danger spot was recognized to be found 
the West Thirty-seventh street station. 
In Thirty-sixth, Thirty-seventh, Thirty- 
eighth and Thirty-ninth streets are many 
large negro tenements. Everybody was 
kept on the move, Early in the evening 
the patrolmen began to bring in prison- 
ers. William Elliott, colored, ‘twenty- 
one years old, was arrested for buying a 
revolver. He declined to surrender the 
weapon and was arrested. On the way 
to the station he resisted and the police- 
man used his club. When Elliott was 
Drought into the station he was bleeding 
from two scalp wounds and was hardly 
able to talk. 

Hardliey Johnson, a negro porter, was 
seen with a loaded revolver in a trolley 
car. Policeman Gaynor jumped on the 
ear and jerked Johnson out of it. The 
negro tried to use his weapon, but Gaynor 
beat him with his stick until the fellow 
begged for mercy. He had a four-inch 
gash in his face when locked up. 

Inspector Thompson was near Eighth 
avenue and Fortieth street when he no- 
ticed a tumult aboard an Eighth avennue 
car. He ran with a couple of men to in-

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WASHINGTON OFFICIALS NOW SATISFIED 
FOREIGN MINISTERS HAVE BEEN RESCUED

ASHINGTON, August 16.—(Spe- 
W cial.)}—It is the belief of the 

president and the members of the 
cabinet, who have watched with great 
anxiety every step of the progress of the 
allied troops toward Pekin, that the min- 
isters are now safe in the hands of the 
rescuing perty. 

The president returned to Washington 
this morning, and of a number of com- 
munications which greeted him perhaps 
the most interesting was one from the 
Japanese minister, which confirmed the 
reports that General Chaffec and the 
other commanders had ‘met little, if any, 
opposition at Lung Chow, and that they 
were on the outskirts of Pekin. This was 
two days ago; and it is fair to presume 
that since then every step has been fav- 
orable to the rescue of the legation forces 
whose marvelous experience has added a 
new chapter to international history. It 
developed today that on the l4th instrac- 
tions were sent General Chaffee giving 
him full power to perfect arrangements 
for the rescue of the imprisoned diplcmats 
and those under their charge, without 
asking for further advice from here. A

Fang, the Chinese minister, presented to 
Acting Secretary Adee & copy of a cable- 
gram which he had received during the 
night from Li Hung Chang. This cabie- 
gram was an almost beseeching appeal 
to this government to telegraph instruc- 
tions to General Chaffee after arriving 
at Lung Chow to stop his further advance 
to the capital. This advance, Eur] Li 
pointed out, world shake the foundations 
of the Chinese empire, and wound the 
feeling of all of the Chinese people high 
and low. In the name of the millions of 
people of the empire, he asked that this~ 
advance be stopped In order that there 
might be negotiations with the command- 
er on the spot. The reply to this com- 
munication is an emphatic denial of the 
request to stop the troops. 

‘We are advised. by Minister Conger 
that the attacks by imperial troops upon 
the legations in Pekin have not ceased,”’ 
said this government. “Whilg these at- 
tacks continue, we cannot stop the ad- 
vance of our forces toward Pekin.” 

At the same time, the American reply 
contains copies of instructions seat to 
General Chaffee, which, Secretary Ade: 
in his note says, if the attacks ccuase, 
scems to. provide, too, for all the action:

It 
will be seen. from this that the generaliin 
command of the American forces has had 
ample authority to act jJuring the past 
two or three days, and that if he reached 
Pekin on the l4th,. as seems jikely, there 
was nothing to stand in the way of nego- 
tlations for the prompt turning over of 
the besleged legation people. Because of 
this, the authorities here feel positive that 
the rescue has already tgken place. They 
have really had no doubt since the ap- 
pointment of Lé that eventually the rescue 
would take place by the Chinese practic- 
ally accepting the American .conditions.

HAS EMPLOYED COUNSEL 


MJnder Recent Decision of Supreme 
Court Tax Collector Is Directed 
To Issue Executions for 
Back Taxes from the 
Company. 


Athens, Ga., Angust 16.—(Special.)— 
There is now a big fight on between the 
State and county authorities and the 
Bouthern Mutual Insurance Company, of 
Athens, on the subject of back taxes. 
Under the recent decision by the su- 


preme court on the subject of back taxes, 
the state comptroller General and the 
county commissioners of Clark county 
have instructed the tax collector to is- 
gue executions against the Southern Mu- 
fual for state and county taxes for 1877 
to 1900. 

The total amount claimed is $311,238, of 
which $198,094 is principal and the re- 
mainder is interest. j 

This morning a levy was made of sev- 
eral fi. fas. on the building and furni- 
ture of the company here and the other 
executions will also be levied. 

The Southern Mutual will get' out an 
injunction to prevent the sale and carry 
the case into the courts. 

The state and county authorities are 
represented by Messrs. H. C. Tuck, H. 
H. Carlton and Lumpkin & Burnett. The 
company is represented by Messrs. Erwin 
& Erwin, of Athens, and Howard Van 
Epps, of Atlanta. 

The contention of the state and county 
authorities, briefly stated, is as follows: 
The Squthern Mutual since 1877 has been 
paying only a business tax, and not pay- 
ing tax on its assets. The supreme court 
has by its decision declared such compa- 
nies not exempt from tax on assets, by 
declaring the act of exemption to be un- 
constitutional; that under this decision 
the Southern Mutual should pay the back 
taxes on its assets, and for those reasons 
the demand has been made and has been 
refused, and the executions have been 
levied. 

The officers of the Southern Mutual, 
when asked about the case, said: 

“We do not think we owe the state or 
county a single dollar on account of back 
taxes. We have paid the state an aver- 
age of dbout $2,500 per annum for the 
past twenty-two years—the period for 
which back taxes are claimed—and in do- 
ing so have complied with the law as 
madé by each legislature during that’ 
time. This law says explicitly that the 
tax on premiums is ‘in lieu of all other 
taxes—state, county or municipal,’ ex- 
cept license taxes to cities or towns. 

‘This method of taxing insurance com- 
panies was adopted in order to put home 
companies on the same footing with for- 
eign corporations, which held no assets 
fin the state that could be reached by an 
ad valorem tax. 

‘“‘We have consulted able counsel and 
are advised that the recent decision of 
the supreme court, under which this 
claim is made, was rendered in a case 
against a building and ‘loan association, 
and may not apply to this company at 
all, and the most that could be required

LIFE SENTENCE 


Murdered His Brother in ‘Savannah 
Five Days Ago. 


CUT.TO DEATH WITH A KNIFE 


Jury Rendered Verdict Recommend- 
ing Mercy. : 


LUCAS MURDER CASE IS ON TRIAL 


Negro Claims That Motorman Lucas 
Firea at Him First—Witnesses 
Say That Is Not True. 


Savannah, Ga., August 16.—(Special.)— 
Just flye days after he cut his brother 
to death in a drunken row, James Bun- 
comb has been eonvicted of murder and 
Was sfAved from the gallows by the rec- 
ommendation to mercy from the jury. 
In sentencing him to life imprisonment, 
Judge Falligant told him he might con- 
sider himself most fortunate. Buncomb 
killed his brother tn a fit of passion while 
the latter was remonstrating with him 
for beating his niece tor not giving him 
part of her wages. It is not Hkely that 
there will be any application for a new 
trial. 

As soon as the Buncomb case was fin- 
ished, the superior court took dp the 
case of Seaborn Hayes, charged with the 
murder of Motorman Lucas Varnadoe. 
Hayes claims the motorman first fired at 
him. Witnesses for the state say the ne- 
gro fired first. Upon that issue of fact. 
which .s clean cut, will depend the life 
of Hayes. The evidence is all-in and the 
case will go to the jury tomorrow.

DEATH OF DR. A. W. GRIGGS. 


Prominent Physician of West Point 
Breathes His Last After a 
Very Useful Life. 

West Point, Ga., August 16.—(Special.)— 
Dr. A. W. Griggs died today at 12 o’clock. 
He has been an honored citizen of West 
Point since 1857, He was prominently 
connected with the school interests of 
our town for many years. While he 
was a resident of Chambers county Ala- 
bama, Feing a liner did not prevent his 
influence being exerted to the further- 
ance of the town’s welfare. While he 
represented Chambers county in the gen- 
eral assembly he was the framer of the 
celebrated educational bill whigh he fortu- 
nately carried through and remains to- 
day an honored monument to his high 

intellectual ability. 

Dr. Griggs was a natural physician. It 
was in that sphere wherein he shown with 
brilliant luster. His gentle manners 
while administering to his patients, can 
be attested by myriads who had occasion

to fall under his sweet and kindly care. 
That he was recognized as a live and pro- 
gressive physician is borne out by the 
fact that he was chosen on different oc- 
casions to fill the offices of the Georgia 
State Medical Association, from orator 
to president. He was for years professor 
of principles and practice of medicine in 
the Atlanta Medical college. Years ago 
he filled the chair of surgery in Ogle- 
thorpe Medical college, Savannah, Ga. 

Dr. Griggs was born on Murder creek, 
Putnam county, ‘n 1827. He received his 
education at old Franklin college, now 
the University of Georgia. He was first 
married to Miss Elizabeth R. Davenport, 
by whom he had two children, Persia and 
Dr. J. W. The latter only survives him. 
After the death of his first wife he was 
wedded to Miss Lois A McCants to whom 
were born five children. All survive him 
—Miss Carrie Lou, Dr. Robert Steele, Asa 
W., Miss Lois, Imogene and Dr. Alfred F. 

His death is truly a calamity to the 
community in which he has resided so 
long. Among his brilliant talents none 
glittered more prominently than his gift- 
ed oratory; many times golden words 
were uttered by him on some celebrated 
occasion, whether in the legislative halis 
or in his medical societies he was a ready 
as well as a magnetic and eloquent 
speaker.

Pnited States Senator John J. Ingalls 
died at East Las Vegas at 2:25 a. m, to- 
day. He was surrounded by his family. 

Senator Ingalls’s illness dated from 
March, 4899, when at Washington his 
throat began troubling him. He worked 
steadily writing political articles for 
newspapers throughout the country. He 
was treated*by several specialists, but re- 
ceived no relief and on their advice re- 
turned with his family to Atchison. At 
home he grew no better. Ten months ago 
he scught another change of climate, 
traveling through New Mexico. 

The remains of ex-Senator Ingalls were 
gtarted for Atchison, Kas., his late home, 
this afternoon, accompanied by Mrs. In- 
galls and her youngest son, Sheffield. 

The funeral will be held from the old 
homestead Sunday afternoon. In accord- 
ance with a special request of Senator 
Ingalls every feature of the funeral will 


be simple. 
The direct cause of death was bron- 


chitis. 

Senator Ingalls has been growing weak- 
er gradually for some time from inability 
to assimilate his food, and there were also 
heart complications. He had been able to 
sit up last evening, however, and his con- 
@ition then was considered slightly bet- 
ter. He had made all plans to leave for 
Atchison and it was intended to start 
not later than Saturday next. 

Of the senator’s last hours, 
Ingalls said today: 

“Father was taken suddenly worse a 
little after 9 o’clock last evening, The 
medical director of the hotel informed us 
that my father was not likely to live un- 
tii morning. I left his side at midnight 
and retired to my room for a short rest. ® 

“Yy mother, whom he desired not to 
leave his side, came to my door about 2 
o'clock this morning and tdld me that the 
end was near. Soon after that he lost 
consciousness and passed péacefully 
away. He talked to us up to a half hour 
before he died and repeated the Lord's 
prayer with my mother some time before 
he jost consciousness. His conduct all

Shanghai dispatches declare that the 

Chinese had int'ended to make a final 
attack upon the legations last Sunday, 
but whether the plan was carried out is 
not known there. 
From the same place comes the state- 
ment that Vice Admiral Seymour and 
Brigadier General Creah have joined in 
the protest against the withdrawal of the 
British troops. All the morning papers 
which comment on the subject appeal to 
Lord Salisbury not to withdraw them 
and dilate upon the serious results of 
such an action to British prestige. 

American negotiations looking to a 
cessation of hostilities also receive con- 
siderable attention, favorable and other- 
wise; but all the editorials agree that 
too precipitate a withdrawal from Pekin 
after the delivery of the legations would 
have a bad effect upon the Chinese

Thomas M. Osborne, of 
Awburn, N. Y., leader of the ‘“‘third tick- 
et’’ movement, offered an amendment to 
strike out the indorsement of Bryan, and 
his amendment was vigorously supported 
by severel delegates, but when the pre- 
vious question was ordered less than a 
score voted against the Bryan indorse- 
ment. The vote was viva voce and its 
exact result will never be known; but the 
sentiment of the convention was clearly 
shown as being in favor of the indorse- 
ment of Bryan as the most effective man- 
ner of checking the alleged imperialistic 
policy of the administ1 ation. 

The most vigorous opponents of the 
Bryan pronouncement in the platform 
were conspicuous membegs of the “na- 
tional’ or third ticket convention who 
were also admitted as del§gates to the 
anti-imperialist congress. They were ably 
led by Thomas M. Osborne and advocated 
the nomination of a third ticket on the 
theory that their followers, while opposed 
to President McKinley, were not prepared 
to accept Mr. Bryan on the Kansas City 
platform. 

Colonel] Charles R. Codman and Edwin 
Burritt Smith were the chief supporters 
of the platform reported, claiming that 
all political question were now subordi- 
nate to the one question of imperialism, 
and that all oppos#d to the p¥resent ad- 
ministration should unite to overthrow 
it in the most effective and avallabie 
manner presented, 

Every mention of Mr. Bryan’s name in 
the convention called forth enthusiastic 
applause. 

The speakers who opposed the Bryan 
plank in the platform were received with 
jeers and cries of ‘“‘time’’ from the del- 
egates and Chairman Zeisler at times had 
dificulty in obtaining a hearing for them. 

The platform as adopted follows: 

‘“‘This liberty congress of antl-imperi- 
alists recognizes a great national crisis, 
which menaces the republic upon whose 
future depends in such large measure 
the hopes of freedom throughout the 
world. For the first time in our coun- 
try’s history the president has yndertak- 
en to subjugate a foreign people and to 
rule them by despotic power. He has 
thrown the protection of the American 
flag over slave and polygamy in the 
Sulu islands. e has arrogated to him- 
self the power to impose upon the inhab- 
ftants of the Philippines government with- 
out their consent, and taxation without 
representation. He is waging w upon 
them for asserti the very principles for 
the maintenance ™f which our ancestors 
pledged their lives, their fortunes and 
their sacred honor. He claims for him+ 
self and congress authority to govern the 
territories of the. United States without 
constitutional restraint. 

‘‘We believe in the declartion of inde- 
pendence. Its truths not less self-evident 
today than when first announced by our 
forefathers are of universal application 
and cannot be abandoned while govern- 
ment by the people endures. 

“We believe in the constitution of the 
United States. It gives the president 
and congress certain limited powers and 
secures to every man within the juris- 
diction of our government certain essen- 
tial rights. We deny that either the 
president or congress can govern any 
— anywhere outside the constitu- 

on. 

‘““‘We are absolutely opposed to the pol- 
icy of President McKinley, which pro- 
poses to govern millions of men without 
their consent, which in Porto Rico estab- 
lishes taxation without representation 


|}and government by the arbitrary will of 


a legislature unfettered by constitutional 
restraint, and in the Philippines prose- 
cutes a war of conquest and demands 
unconditional surrender from a people 
who are of right free and independent. 
The struggle of men for freedom has ever 
been a struggle for constitutional lib- 
erty. There is no tty? if the citizen 
has no right which the legislature may 
not invade, if he may be taxed by a 
legislature in which he {s not representt 
ed, or if he is not protected by funda- 
mental law executed by the powers. The 
policy of the president offers the inhabi- 
tants of Porto Rico, Hawaii and the 
Philippines no hope of independence, no 
prospect of American citizenship, no con- 
stitutional protection, no representation 
in the congress which taxes him. This is 
the government of men by arbitrary 
power without their consent; this is impe- 
rialism 

‘“‘There is no room under the free fla 
of America for subjects. The congress, 
which deriyes all its power from the con- 
stitution, can govern no man without re- 
gard to its Iimitations. 

“We believe that the greatest safd- 
guard of liberty is a free press, and we 
demand that the censorship in the Philip- 
pines, which keeps from the American 
people the knowledge of what! Is done in 
their name, be abolished. 

“We are entitled to know the truth and 
we insist that the powers which the pres- 
ident holds tn trust for us shall be not 
used to suppress it. 

“Because we thus believe we oppose 
the re-election of Mr. McKinley. The 
supreme purpose of the people in this mo- 
mentous Campaign should be to stamp 
with their final disapproval his attempt’ 
to grasp imperial power. A self-govern- 
ing people can have no more imperative 
duty that to drive from public life a 
chief magistrate who, whether in weak- 
ness or of wicked purpose, has used his 
temporary authority to subvert the char- 
acter of their government and to de- 
stroy their national ideals. 

“We, therefore, in the belief that it is 
essential at this crisis for the American 
people again to declare their faith in the 
universal application of the declaration 
of independence and to assert their will 
that their servants shall not have or ex- 
ercise any powers whatever other than 
those confirmed by the constitution, 
earnestly make the following’ recommen- 
dations to our countrymen: ' 

“First, That without regard to their 
views on minor questions of domestic

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committee of the American anti-impe- 
rialist league and its allied leagues con- 
tinue and extend their organizations, pre- 
serving the independence of the move- 
ment, and that they take the most acti 
possible part in the pending political 
campaign. 

‘ “Until now the policy which has turned 
the Filipinos from warm friends to bitter 
enemies, which has slaughtered thousands 
of them and Jaid waste their country, has 
been the policy of the president. After 
the next election it becomes the policy 
of every man who votes to re-elect him 
and who thus becomes with him respon- 
sible for every drop of blood thereafter 
shed.’’ 

Sigmund Zelaler, of Chicago, again pre- 
sided at the afternoon session, when the 
debate on the report of the resolutions 
committee was taken up. 

M. E. Bridgeman, of Massachusetts, 
offered a substitute striking out all refer- 
ence fo Bryan in the platform. 

Ex-Congressman John B. Whites, of 
Kentucky, took exception to the language 
of the resolutions which said that “we 
welcome all means of defeating Mr. Mc- 
Kintey.” He sald it was language like 
that which caused the assassination of 
Goebel] in Kentucky. He said he had al- 
ways been a republican and objected to 
the apparent desire of the convention to 
transform itself into a democratic con- 
vention. Mr. White charged that a por- 
trait of Bryan was concealed under an 
American flag over the platform. 

“Take down that covering over Bryayg’s 
picture,” he said. “‘Let us not masque- 
rade any longer; let your convention be 
known for what it is—a democratic con- 
vention.’’ 

Then followed a running debate for and 
against the amendment of Mr. Osborne 
to strike out the Iindorsement of Bryan. 


Those who opposed the amendment and | 


favored the indorsement of Bryan were 
William Potts, of New York; Jacob In- 
of Chicago; Fisk Warren, of 
Massachusetts; David B. Haskins, of 
Massachusetts: James H. Howard, of 
Harrisburg, Pa., a colored delegate; A. 
M. Neff, of Ohio; Joseph Hothschild, of 
Massachusetts: N. E. Guyot, of Colorado, 
and Edwin Burritt Smith, of Chicago. 

Those who favored the amendment and 
opposed the indorsement of Bryan weére 
Ralph Edward Emerson, of Massachu- 
setts, a son of Ralph Waldo Emerson; 
Robert A. Widenmann, of New York, a 
delegate to the ‘“‘Independent convention,”’ 
and Mr. Bridgeman, of Massachusetts. 

Mr. Guyot, of Colorado, said he had 
served a year as a private soldier in the 
Philippines. 

“To my own knowledge,” he agaid, 
“these operations carried on by the ad- 
ministration in the Philippines constitute 
the most damnable crime in the history 
of the United States. The Filipinos as- 
sisted us to land, they Were in the 
trenches with us; they directed our fire 
upon the Spanish, and yet it is said they 
Were not our allies. They were our al- 


‘les, and the entire record of the admin- 


istration in the Philippines has been one 
of treachery and deceit. Could you have 


geen as I have seen the conditions in the 


Philippinés you would not hesitate for one 
moment to indorse W. J. Bryan.” 
In closing the debate Edwin Burritt 


Smith answered the charge of Mr. White, 
of Kentucky, by saying that he had no 
knowledge of any portrait of Bryan in 
Tomlinson hall. He said the executive 
committee had directed that all portraits 
of living men should be removed from the 
hall before the meeting of the congress. 
Before a vote was taken on the amend- 
ment Mr. Osborne accepted the stubsti- 
tute of Mr. Bridgeman, which eliminated 
all reference to Mr. Bryan and read as 


follows: 

“Without regard to views on minor 
questions of domestic policy we welcome 
and advise the use of all honorable means 
of defeating the re-election of William 
McKinley in order to stamp with our 
disapproval what he has done to estab- 


lish imperialism.” 
The substitute was lost by an over- 
whelming majority, only fifteen voting 


for it. : 
The resolutions as reported were then 


adopted, Jess than a score of delegates 


voting against them. 
The following resolution, proposed by 


W. S. Holden, of Chicago, was added to 


the platform as reported: 

‘Resolved, That-in declaring that the 
principles of the declaration of indepen- 
dence apply to all men, this congress 
means to include the negro race in 
America as well as the Filipinos. We dep- 
recate al] efforts, whether in the south 
or in the north, to deprive the negro of 
his right as a citizen under the decla- 
ration of indepen and the constitu- 
tion of the Unite tates.”’ 

‘et G. Scott. of Cairo, Ill, spoke strong- 
ly in favor of this resolution, claiming 
that if it was ignored Bryan would lose 
thousands of negro votes. 

By a rising vote the congress adopted a 
resolution expressing appreciation of the 
services of George, - Boutwell in the 
cause of anti-imperiaiism. 

The congress concluded tonight with 
an address at Tomlinson hall by Charles 
A. Towne, of Minnesota, Mr. Towne was 
greeted by a large and enthusiastic gu- 
dience. 

After the adoption of the resolutions 
indorsing Bryan, the representatives or 
the third party movement met and selec® 
ed Thomas M. Osborne, of Auburn, N. 
Y., for permanent e¢haiman, and Everett 
V. Abbott, of New York. for permancmt® 
secretary. 

A motion was made and carried that a 
convention be held in New York city 
September 5th for the purpose of nomi- 
nating ayticket. 

It is said that the third party men to- 
day offered the presidential nomination to 
Moorfield Storey. of Massachusetts, but 
that Mr. Storey declined the honor. Wil- 
liam I. Palmer, of Colorado, was report- 
ed to be fheir choice for vice pre ent. 
The leaders of the movement said tonight 
that they expected a large representation 
at their convention in New York on Sep-~ 
tember 5th. and that candidates for pres- 
ident and vice president would then sure- 
ly be nominated. 

Secretary Mize, of the liberty omer, 
today received a letter from William 
Lioyd Garrison, of Boston, pledging the 
writer’s support to Bryan.

In his operations in Wall street, Mr. 
Keene has always acted on his own 


3 judgment, and results have invariably 


justified it. He was once caught in a 


* corner, but he held on until the reac- 


tion in the market more than _ re- 
couped him. He believes that railway 


= shares are now held too high, especial- 


dy when there are prospects of poor 
crops. He thinks that we will have a 
fairly good corn crop, but the hay 
and the pros-

been for twenty-five years. 

It is clearly evident that Mr. Keene’s 
success in the market is based on a 
profound knowledge of the elemen-

pect a good business. Mr. Keene says 


that poor crops are synonymous with 


a restricted business and hard times. 


The truth is that successful agricul- 
ture is the basis of all prosperity. and 
when we say successful agriculture, 


s Wwe mean not only good crops but fair 


markets. The country may have good 
crops, but if prices are low the result 
is restricted business and hard times. 
Mr. Keene knows this well enough, 
but it was not necessary for him to 
enter into economic details in a cas- 
ual interview with a newspaper re- 
norter. When the agricultura] class re- 
ceives a fair return for the products 
of its labor there can be neither hard 
times nor restricted business. When 
the farmers have no money to spend 
for supplies, the immediate result of 
this lack ig industrial depression and 


* what is known as hard times. When 


the farmers cease to be consumers 
Save on a limited scale, railway 
freights shrink to inconsiderable pro- 
portions, prices fall, and working peo- 
ple are thrown out of employment. 
Mr. Keene refers courageously to a 
fact which the newspapers for reasons

no mention of during the past few 
years—the tremendous over capitaliza- 
tion of the railways of this country.

Mr. Keene thinks at a moderate es-

Dividends must be paid on this ficti- 


' tious value, and thé tax must come 
* out of the pockets of the people, or 


a else the shareholders must go with- 


thinks that they lead to economies in 
production, and “if we could believe 
that human nature would be different 
now from what it always has been 
and that these persons, when invested 
with such tremendous responsibility, 
would deny themselves and the com- 
panies they represent the extraordina- 
ry profits now so easily within reach, 
there might be some justification for 
the attempt,” but Mr. Keene believes 
that “a large majorMy of the people of 
the United States wil! take the view 
that economies, if they result. will be 
dearly bought by the individual’s sur- 
render to the monopoly of every op- 
portunity to do business for himself 
without fear of annihilation.” 

We think Mr. Keene is right in 
gauging the general sentiment of the 
people in regard to trusts. 


Suggesting Bullet and Torch. 

The newspapers of the north which 
feel called upon to guard the interests 
of the black man in the south are tak- 
ing a great deal of comfort from the 
aid which the New Orleans riots have 
afforded them. 

A sample of this sort of comment is 
found in The Daily Times, of Troy. 
N. Y. Under the heading of “Race 
Slaughter in the South,” The Times 
goes on to draw the indictment that— 

The startling atrocities in New Orleans, 
in which men were slaughtered simply 
because of the color of their skin, are 
80 disgraceful to America that they 
might well mitigate the severity of the 
denunciation of the Chinese massacres. 
If the slaughter of foreigners in China 
is denounced, the massacreing in our 
own country of citizens of the United 
States must be more reprehensible. 

And then follows the inevitable bit 
of advice which reformers at a distance 
always keep in stock: 

Whatever the offenses of individuals 
with black skins may be, they can be 
corrected only by dealing with the of- 
fenders as individuals, and not by draw- 
ing an indictment with the sentence of 
immediate death against a race. If the 
latter mode is to be adopted, the blacks 
might argue that they should rise with 
the bullet or the torch against the whites 
as revenge for the acts of the New Or- 
leans hoodlums. Thus an unending ven- 
detta between races might be inaugurat- 
ed, to the great injury of those interests 
of peace and prosperity resulting from 
the co-operation involved in the very 
name of United States. It is time for 
harmonizing this color war in the south. 
The best minds among the negroes and 
a growing sentiment among the whites 
favor mutual consideration and helpful- 
ness—-not that crimes on either side 
should have apology or condonation, but 
that they should be condemned by black 
and white alike and. punished not as 
the misdoings of a race, but as the 
wrong acts of individuals. 

Now there are séveral methods by 
which these remarks might be consid- 
ered. The editor does not want a whole 
race punished because of the agtions 
of an individual, yet he spreads out as 
being a “Race Slaughter in the South”’ 
an incident which was confined to the 
city of New Orleans alone. This is on 
a par with declaring that there is 
wickedness throughout “the north” 
when the evidence of it is confined to 
Troy alone. The slaughter of New Or- 
leans was bad enough, but will The 
Times republish any editorial] it print- 
ed two years ago in which it denounc- 
ed the republican state and governor 
of Illinois for. slaughtering black cit- 
izens of Alabama who sought work in 
and about Pana and Virden? Or is it 
in the interest of civilization that ne- 
groes may be as freely slain in Illinois 
as in the British colonies of .Africa? 

Without a desire to be at al!l’discour- 
teous we might suggest to The Times 


| that there is a great deal of uncor- 


rected evil in and about Troy, and that 
savagery and injustice, differing a lit- 
tle only in form, is to be found honey- 
combed .all about that place. Famil- 
jarity blinds people to the conditions 
which surround their own homes, 
while they are supsersensitive about 
what is being done elsewhere.

ished in Illinois. The Chicago Tribune 
does not dare to include the victims in 
its lynching table.

There appeared in a hearing yesterday before 
United States Commissioner Shields mute wit- 
nessés to the extravagances of former. Captain 
Oberlin M. Carter, who is now so far re- 
moved from earthly vanities. In the Fort 
Leavenworth military prison, where the fas- 
tidious army officer is now incarcerated, he 
has no need for the French clocks, the ex- 
pensive jewelry and the various other articles 
of luxury which were in evidence yesterday. 

It was in the hearing to determine whether or 
not John F., W. F. and E. H. Gaynor, who, 
with Benjamin D. Green, were indicted for 
conspiring with Carter to defraud the govern- 
ment, should be ,removed to the jurisdiction 
of the United States district court of Georgia. 
It is charged that these men, through the as- 
sistance of Captain Carter, managed to get 
$2,000,000 more on contracts for dredging 
Savannah harbor than the amount to which 
they were entitled. 

INCRBASING EXPENSES. 

. One of the witnesses was Edward Johnson, 
who brought with him a box of the captain's 
private papers, which, he said, had been con- 
tinually in his custody. He swore that the 
documents had not been tampered with in any 
way. He pointed out that the annual ex- 
penditures of the captain had increased from 
less than $4,000 in 1890 until in 1896 he was 
spending $30,000 a year. 

As the papers were exhibited one by one ‘he 
wonder of the ‘commissioner and the lawyers 
grew. The captain had frequently made pres- 
ents of $250 checks to his brother, and in 1894 
there was a check given to the brother for 
$2,500 as a Christmas present. There were 
receipted bills for innumerable articles cf 
jewelry. The amounts paid seemed sufficient 
to stock an Indian goleonda for a day or two. 
There were rings, bracelets, charms and watch 
chyins, and the December bills told of the 
most cestly gifts.

|Me¢CUTCHEON WRITES OF 
THE ELUSIVE AGUINALDO 

“The whereabouts of Aguinaldo con- 
tinues to be wrapped in mystery,”’ writes 
the well known 
correspondent; to The New York Her- 
ald, under date of April 2ist. Mr. Me- 
Cutcheon has been in the Philippines 
since the beginning of the trouble there 
and knows of these things about which 
he writes. 

“The most recent story,"’ he adds, “‘is 
that Aguinaldo and a native priest 
named Aglipay are together in Isabela 
in northern Luzon. Aglipay 
declares he is the successor of Archbish- 
op Nozaleda, having excommunicated the 
latter, and is said to be arousing the 
people to patriotic and religious fervor in 
the cause of freedom and independefice. 

“I can’t help but feel some admiration 
and considerable pity for Aguinaldo. It 
may be that I know him better than the 
soldiers do, and that I’ve made some- 
thing of a study of his characteristics 
and deeds. 


“My observations extend back to the 
day when he arrived from Hong Kong 
on the McCulloch, and have been supple- 
mented by what I have since learned re- 
garding his previous history. In the face 
of these I find it' impossible to think of 
him as the ambitious traitor and scoun- 
drel that so many people have called 
him. When he landed in Cavite I knew 
very little of him, except that his name 
was Aguinaldo and that he was an in- 
Surgent general. He looked small and 
unimposing, although there was a cer- 
tain quiet dignity of bearing that made 
him different from the dressy and fop- 
pish staff that came down with him. At 
that time we had not become accustomed 
to regard the quiet litle Filipino as a big 
man, but now we can see hew much the 
Spaniards feared his influence and how 
strenuously they would have striven to 
capture him. And all during these first 
days there were amazing reports of vic- 
tories coming in. Spanish garrisons were 
surrendering, and noisy battles were be- 
ing fought back behind the fringe of 
bamboo on the shores of Bacoor bay. 
But through all these days of victory 
there was never a gleam of exultation 
or a look of triumph on the impassive 
face at headquarters. ‘Yes, my officers 
have reported a victory, but I have not 
yet had the full reports.’ 


“The Filipino victories coming in such 
bewildering succession amazed no one 
more than Commodore Dewey. He had 
fought against the coming of Aguinaldo, 
but Consul Wildman had sent the leader 
down on the McCulloch by overcoming 
the objection of Flag Secretary Caldwell 
with the assurance that he would be re- 
I remember that Dewey was 
provoked and displeased, but as Aguinal- 
do’s campaign progressed withesuch suc- 
cess and precision his displeasure was 
changed to a feeling of gratification. 
‘They’re saving us lots of American sol- 
diers in clearing out that! country over 
there,” he once said to me on the Mc- 
Culloch. 

“Qn June 12th there was a great as 
semblage of people in Cavite Viejo. Del- 
egates came from all the districts around 
to declare the formation of the Philippine 
republic—the Bepublica Filipina. Agui- 
naldo was made the président, a declara- 
tion of independence was read, a cabinet 
was announced, and there was a great 
lot of music and banners and triumphal 
arches. 

“And y@! no one called Aguinaldo to 
account. Washington was silent, Com- 
modore Dewey said nothing, and the Fil- 
ipino flag waved confidently over all the 
Cavite district except the navy yard fe 
Manila bay. 

“This was the period when we in 
Manila bay, I think from the commo- 
dodte down, were wondering what our 
government was going to do. The most 
of us, I believe, thdéight that the Philip- 
pines would be treated the same as 
Cuba, a belief that was strengthened 
when we saw Aguinaldo confidently an- 
nounce the independence of the Philip- 
pine republic so quickly after his arrival 
that we concluded he must have as- 
surances of which we knew nothing. 


“In all his earlier proclamations since 
May, 1898, and, in fact, in all the later 
ones, there has hardly been one in which 
‘he has not stated directly or inferential- 
ly that the object of the revolution was 
independence. When we attempted to 
talk with Aguinaldo regarding the posst- 
bility of the United States annexing the 
Philippines or establishing a form of 
government to sult its own demands, the 


committal as a tomb. Much of our later 
trouble has undoubtedly resulted from 
the American policy, or lack of policy, of 
those early days. No one could enlightes, 
Aguinaldo of our policy, for no one knew. 

“When the army came our relations 
with Aguinaldo became more delicate and 
strained. There were little clashes of 
authority which presaged the possibility 
of a future misunderstanding. Aguinaldo 
was willing to helps put instead of being 
asked to help he was practically ig- 
nored. He chafed at this treatment and 
wrote Wildman a letter asking, ‘What 
are the Filipinos fighting for—annexation, 
independence, autonomy, a protectorate 
or what?’ Wildman responded bidding 
him to trust to the honor of the United 
States. 

‘In early July General Anderson is re- 
Ported as saying. to Aguinaldo, ‘The 
United States is a great nation. It has 
existed 122 years without a foreign col- 
ony. I leave you to draw your own in- 
ference.” Whether General Anderson ut- 
tered these words I do not know posi- 
tively, but at the time he was generally 
credited with having used them. Agul- 
waldo seized this expression quickly and 
responded that! he had carefully read the 
American constitution many times and 
had found nothing in it whfth led him 
to believe the Americans desired foreign 
colonies. 


“At our request Aguinaldo detailed one 
of his officers to accompany Lieutenant 
Clark, of General Anderson's staff, on a 
| reconnoltering tour around Manila. Later 
our soldiers were given the Malate 
trenches, which had been built by the 
Filipinos. As a matter of fact, in our 
early relations with the insurgents there 
were frequent’ tenders of assistance 
which made the insurgents our allies in 
fact, if not by written compact. 

“I have no intention of being a defend- 
er or apologist for Aguinaldo. I may be 
badly mistaken in my estimates, But it 
does seem tio me that he deserves some- 
thing .better than to be contemptuousiy 
called a traitor, a ‘little mestizo’ and a 
selfish, : slave to personal 
ambitions. A man who can fight a los-

The latest report of a prominent re-

THE BROWN ROT ON PEACHES. 


ment station at Griffin are now en- 

gaged in the preparation of a report 
on fruit disease known as brown rot, 
which has played havoc in the orchards 
of the state this year, to a greater de- 
gree than ever. 

According to A. L. Quaintance, of the 
experiment station, the prevalence of the 
disease at this time is due to the heavy 
rainfall in June and July. That a great 
sum of money has been lost by Georgia 
growers on account of this disease in- 
fecting the plums and peaches is certain, 
and the entomologist of the experiment 
station is preparing in a careful manner 
the statistics’ showing the causes, the ex- 
tent of the loss and the method used in 
the treatment of the disease. 

In writing of the infection in the or- 
ehards and the work of the station to 
prevent the disease, A. L. Quaintance 
says: 

“The unusually rainy weather of June 
and early July of this year offered very 
favorable conditions for the development 
and spread of the brown rot of peaches 
and plums. As a fesult, the loss of fruit 
to many growers has been very heavy, 
not only on the trees, but after having 
been picked and shipped to market. Here- 
tofore losses from this disease in Geor- 
gia have been comparatively light, and 
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T HE authorities of the state experi- 


orchardists have not as a rule made & 
practice of spraying as a preventive. 

“In view of the losses of the past sea- 
son in the rotting of peaches and plums, 
it seems desirable that there should be 4 
betiter understanding of this disease and 
of how it may be controlled, so that 
losses in the future may be reduced to 
the minimum. 

“Preliminary to the preparation of @ 
bulletin on the subject, I wish to ob- 
tain certain data relative to the disease, 
in order that the report may be as com- 
prehensive as possible. As this is a mat- 
ter which deeply concerns growers of 
peaches and plums, it is hoped that those 
interested will co-operate by giving their 
observations and experience with this 
brown rot disease. To facilitate the mat- 
ter, the subjoined topics are given as 
indicating the points about which in- 
formation is particularly desired: 

‘7. An approximate estimate of the per 
cent of peaches and plums which have 
rotted this year in your locality. 

‘2? Varieties which have rotted worst. 

“2 Weather conditions during May, 
June and July. 

‘4. Approximate date of first appear- 
ance of rot. 

‘S Treatment for rot, if any. (a) Fun- 
gicide used, strength and dates of appli- 
cation. (b) Effect on foliage, if any. (c) 
Value of treatment in preventing rot. 

“6 Loss to you, approximately, in dol- 
lars and cents.”’

I have 
accepted every offer he ever made for a 
return match, and yet he has made silly 
excuses to get out of the match. I[ here- 
by give Jeffries notice that, having ac- 
cepted his challenge in the event of win- 
ning from Sharkey, I shall claim the 
championship of the world, and I believe 
the public will sustain my claim and re- 
cognize me as the real champion.”’

Pliments to President McKinley. He 
spoke in the highest terms of the Amer- 
ican troops, saying: 

“I know what they can do and will 
consider it a great honor to have such 
gallant soldiers under my command.” 

Before leaving Hanover yesterday he 
made a speech to the workingmen’s lied- 
ertafel, saying that he hoped to finish his 
task and return soon to Hanover. In his 
response to the address of the municipal 
deputation he said: 

“With trust tn God and in the firm, 
cheerful courage of my troops, I hope to 
carry out the plans and to overcome 
all difficulties.’’ 

The press points out, that Count von 
Waldersee is talking foo much and ad- 
vises him to talk less. The Kolnische 
Volks Zeitung bids him ‘follow Moltke’s 
example and talk with the sword.” Sev- 
eral journals have dubbed him ‘felt mar- 
shal.”’ In the course of a conversation at 
the office of the general staff today he 
said: r: 

“The general situation for the allies is 
unfavorable. Even if Pekin is taken or 
is about to be taken, the allies are every- 
where on the defensive except in this ad- 
vance upon Pekin. It is necessary to 
adopt the strategical offense throughout 
China.’”’ 

His idea seems to be to have the allies 
act in conjunction with the Russian 
forces in the provinces of Kirin and 
Scheng King by way of Mukden. 

Count von Waldersee will leave at noon 
tomorrow for Cassel, where farewell fes- 
tivities will be held on Saturday. These 
will consist of a military parade and a 
banquet to be attended by a number of 
generals. The banquet will -also take the 
form of a celebration of the seventieth 
birthday of Emperor Francis Joseph.

The British 
ccnsul at Tien Tsin says he has been in- 
formed by Chinese from Pekin that Li 
Ping Heng arrived at the capital with 
10,00 men, and after an audicnce with 
the empress dowager, left with them for 
an unknown destination. The empress 
dowager will, it is believed, take refuge 
in Ta Fuen Fu in Shansi.

Cablegram from Shanghai Announces 
Death of Workers. 


Tonronto, Ont.,; August 16—A_ cable- 
gram received today at the China inland 
mission from Shanghai raids:

IN LOCAT 


ING LOST MINE 


HE RICH Findley ‘“‘shoot’” known 
T for years before the war and imme- 

diately after as the most remarkable 
gold ledge in Georgia, has again been dis- 
covered after fifteen years of"intermittent 
searching for its whereabouts. This 
**shoot,’’ as it has always been known 
to the ‘natives of Lumpkin county, is 
nothing less than a solid shaft of gold 
ore two inches across and between five 
and six inches long. 

According to the report of the state 
geologist the Findley ‘‘shoot’’ before fts 
location was ‘intentionally: lost in ' 1885, 
had yielded more than $300,000, more than 
half of which was taken out prior to 
the war between the states. The shaft 
in the mine has been sunk to a depth 
of 400 feet below the surface and the 
unhealthy gases encountered at such a 
depth impeded the work of mining and 
formed .the greatest objection to opera- 
tions. ~-

was uncovered at Vahlonega last week, 
there can be no doubt, if the reports 
dealing with the gold yield of Georgia 
ean be relied upon.

NO IMPROVEMENT IN PRICE. 


A Better Feeling Is Evident in the 
Iron Trade. 


Cleveland, O., August 16.—The Iron Trade 
Review tomorrow will say: 

“A better feeling on all sides is evident 
in the iron trade as a result of the develop- 
ments of the past week.

Created Belief Gold Exports Would 
Stiffen Rates 


ON DEPLETION OF BANK RESERVES 


Was Littie Energefic Selling, but 
Prices Steadily Recedel and 
Ended at the Lowest, 


New York, August 16.—Early strength in 
the stock market today inspired by the favor- 
able London attitude and the better complex- 
ion to the Chirese situatfon was dissipated 
later on by realizations by the room traders 
and discussion of the mcnetary future. A rise 
in call money rates to 1% per cent colored asser- 
tions In some quarters that a stiffer rate would 
generally result from the depletion of the 
bank reserves by gold exports. Operations by 
the banks thus far this week witb the sub- 
treasury show a Icss of $7,756,000. This can 
hardly be compensated through the interior 
currency movement and receipts of gold from 
Pacific coast points, so a heavy loss in cash 
is expected to be shown in the bank statement. 
The weekly reports of the European govern- 
rental institutions were scanned with inter- 
est, In connection with their replenishment of 
resources from here. Less than half of the 
recent shipments of upward of $17,00,000 was 
reflected in the statement. The Bank of 
England's return showed an increare in re- 
serve of $3,850,000 and _. bullion increased 
$2,156,920. These acquisitions caused more 
liberality to borrowers, and loans increased 
$5,960,000. The bank grained on balance 
today on bullion transactions $3,410,000. Its 
official ‘rate of discount was maintained at 4 
per cent, but the open market rate fell to 3%. 
The showing of the Bank of France was less 
marked in its princips] items than last week. 
Gold holdings increased only $350,000, while 
loans were reduced $3,221,925, and circula- 
tion shrank $3,000,000. As the rise in prices 
of stocks early today was maintained with 
difficulty, professional traders who have been 
instrumental In the week’s advance switched 
over to the short side and let go their. hold- 
ings. No increase In cutside business was re- 
ported despite the apparent stability to the 
early >’ movement in raltlroad stocks. This 
factor influenced short sales by operators who 
consider the market top-heavy. While there 
was but little energetic selling in any quarter, 
prices steadily receded and ended at the low- 
est. The price level of the day, however, 
showed but few notuble chinges. Some wide 
movements were made in a few of the special- 
ties—notably Sugar, Pacific Mail, Rubber and 
Conrolidated Gas. ‘The latter covered a range 
of over 2 points, early strength being succeed- 
ed by a fall and a final rally resulting in *he 
arnouncement that <he stock was to be re- 
stored to an 8 per cent per annum basis. Re- 
ports of a severe cut in prices of structural 
steel by independ2nt concerns imparted heav- 
iness to the steel group, which also felt the 
gereral selling of the day.

Are Saying. 

Montgomery, Ala., August 16.—{Special.) 
The street car boycott by the negroes 
grows worse and worse for the companies, 
but greatly adds to the comfort and pleas- 
ure of the whité people. Up to noon yes- 
terday there had been less than a dozen 
registers of fares for the negroes, and if 
the boycott keeps up there will be no use 
for a conductor, and the companies will 
Save that expense, which wil] go a long 
way in muking up fo. the loss ef the 
negro travel. The megroes claim that 
“they are not mad” about it, bur that 
they just acn’t want to ride, and have 
been advised by their ministers to walk 
and save their money.

THE PASSING THRONG, 


Captain. R. E. Park, of Macon, the 
democratic candidate for state treasurer 
to succeed Treahyrer W. J. Speer, came 
up to Atlanta yesterday from his Bibb 
county home ag@*spent an hour. in the 
afternoon paying his respects to the siate- 
house officials. 

Captain Park regards lightly the oppo- 

sition promised the state ticket in the 
October election by the middle of the road 
populists. He bellevés nevertheless that 
every democrat eligible to vote should go 
to the polls, not so much with the idea 
of piling up the tremendous majority 
of which the party is capable, but to 
demonstrate once for all that opposition 
to democratic candidates is idle in Geor- 
gia. 
“T believe,’ sald Captain Park, ‘‘that 
the majority for the State ticket will be 
the largest ever recorded. The fact that 
the republicans have agreed to support 
the opposition already in the field, rather 
than put out a ticket of their own, will 
mean nothing. The populists, to begin 
with, are badly divided, for the wing con- 
stituting what is known as the middle of 
the roaders really includes very few 
of the substantial farmers formerly con- 
nected with-the populist organization. 

“Even if these men, who hold the good 
of the state at heart, do not vote the 
democratic ticket (the majority of them 
will, by the way,) they would never agree 
to support a ticket that has the support 
of the republican machine in the state. 
It will look too much like an indorsement 
of republicanism elsewhere—a compro- 
mise on their part on the great issue the 
republicans have thade for the south, 

“‘We are, of course, a long way from 
the scene that will be the battle ground 
in the national campaign—the middle 
west—but my belief is more firm than 
ever that Bryan will be elected; that the 
people will not give their indorsement to 
the republican policy of imperilaism. Out 
in the middle west we are apt to count 
too little on the foreign vote.

CLAIMS BOY WAS MURDERED 


William Howard Has Jesse Dawson 
Arrested for Capital Crime. 


ALL PARTIES ARE NEGROES 


Old Man Dawson’s Little Grandson 
Mysteriously Disappeared and 
Foul Play Is Suspected. 


Justice Orr yesterday issued a warrant 
for Jesse Dawson, an aged negro, whose 
home is in Greensboro, on a charge of 
murder. Dawson had just been before the 
justice charged with kidnaping his step- 
grandson, Johnnie, and the case had been 
dismissed on acount of coming within 
the statute of limitations. The prosecut- 
ing witness in this case was William 
Howard, a stepson of Dawson, and as 
soon as the old man was discharged he 
demanded that he be held until he could 
Swear out the more serious warrant, Af- 
ter hearing the stories. of beth sides 
Justice Orr regafded the matter as 
worth investigating “by the proper au- 
thorities in Greene county, and he will 
hold Dawson until] they can be communi- 
cated with. 

From the statement made by William 
Howard, a resident of Atlanta, who has 
the reputation of being an industrious 
and law abiding negro, it seems that his 
stepfather, Dawson, stole the child away 
from him eight years ago, after the 
child’s mother, a sister of Howard, had 
left her offspring in his charge as her 
dying request. Howard claims to have 
vainly tried to get the child back, bur 
the old man continued to keep Johnnie 
at Greenesboro. It is alleged by Howard 
that Dawson took Johnnie from spite at 
the branch of his family that lived in 
Atlanta, and that he abueed and negiect- 

to am extent that was the 
scandal of Greenesboro colored circles.

ROM EARLY yesterday morning 
F until late last night Peter Milne, 
C.E., bent his endeavors toward 
solving the waterworks question in At- 


lanta. He comes from New York upon 
the solicitation of a committee of At- 
lanta’s citizens, to give his opinion as 


an expert as to the causes of the dis- 
turbances in the waterworks system of 
Atlanta and to suggest a remedy in case 
he finds that one is needed. 
Immediately after removing the stains 
of travel Wednesday afternoon he went 
to the office of the city engineer, Captain 
R. M. Clayton, where he made a careful 
examination of the plans of the Atlanta 
waterworks'system. It was not a casual 
reading of the specifications nor a hasty 
glance at the maps. He studied them 
and until late in the night he kept the 
light burning in Captain Clayton’s of- 


fice. 

Yesterday morning he was up again 
bright and early. The morning he spent 
at the Hemphill station. Careful exam- 
inations were made by the expert not 
only into the workings of the engines, 
‘Hemphill’ and the “Glenn,’’ but into 
their location in the building and the 
manner of their construction. He walked 
around the big engines, he felt the 
screws and bolts and took note of the 
gauges. It did not take him long to be- 
come acquainted with the engines. 

When Mr. Milne was first seen at the 
Hemphill station yesterday morning he 
was bending over the gauges of the 
“Hemphill” engine. 

“An engine’s gauge,” he said, address- 
‘ne himself to a Constitution reporter. 
“is to it what a man’s pulse is to him. 
The gauge is the pulse of the engine, 
and when it becomes sick that is where 
the trouble is first noticed..”’ 

During the afternoon Mr. Milne visit- 
ed the Chattahoochee pumping station, 
where he made an examination of the 
engines at fhat place. The entire sys- 
tem will be completely overlooked by 
him before he makes any sort of a re- 
port. What he will have to say will be 
first submitted to the citizen’s committee 
which secured his services and by that 
body it will be made public. 

Everything seemed to be in perfect 
working order at the Hemphill station 
yesterday morning. The broken cross- 


were present at the Hemphill 
yesterday morning while Mr. Milne was 
making his inspection. 

Upon his return to the city Mr. Caba- 
niss made the following statement in re- 
gard to the situation: 

“Of course nothing can be stated pos- 
itively until Mr. Milne has completed hi 
investigations. I saw him at work this 
morning and just from his manner I am 
confident that he deserves the excellent 
reputation his twenty-seven years of ex- 
perience have brought him. He ts said 
to be, if not the finest, at least one of 
the recognized authorities on hydraulic 
and mechanical engineering in the coun- 
try. The committee has perfect confl- 
dence in his opinion and our future ac- 
tions will be based on what he has to 
say. 

‘Mr. Milne told me this morning that 
the engines at the Hemphill station are 
very fine pieces of machinery. He thinks 
they are as fine as can be built, but in- 
clines, apparently, to the opinion that 
there is at times too great a strain upon 
them, which indicates that Atlanta has 
outgrown them. That is the impre.QWion 
he gave me this morning, although he 
will undoubtedly. reserve the major por- 
tion of his impression for his report, 
which I judge will be made within three 
or four days. : 

“TIT was pleased to note the greatly im- 
proved condition of the water in the clear 
water basin.

New sand is rapidly being put in the 
filters and the old sand removed. In ad- 
dition the filters have been repaired and 
will be washed out as rapidly as possible. 
When the present work of the superin- 
tendent has been completed Atlanta will, 
I am confident, have clearer and better 
water than ever before, and better than 
any city in the country, excepting none. 

“From 4 o’clock until 6 o’clock in the 
afternoon there is a great volume of 
water used in Atlanta. This naturally 
overworks the engine which is at that 
time on duty. In addition it works the 
filters beyond their capacity and stirs up 
the mud in the city mains. While this 
condition cannot be entirely avoided, the 
effect of it can be greatly lessened by 
the use of meters in the city. I have no 
doubt that the citizens’ committee will 
recommend that all who use the city’s 
water be required to have meters, and it 
is my opinion that the suggestion will 
receive favorable action both in the water 
board and in council.
